December  26,  1940*    The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  foreseeing  that  the 
National  Defense  Program  would  lead  to  increased  consumer  purchasing  power 
called  for  the  expansion  of  the  hog-production  program.    Indications  then  were 
that  the  spring  pig  crop  would  be  14  percent  belov;  that  of  1940.  The 
Secretary  asked  for  a  crop  at  least  as  large  as  that  of  1940«    Such  a  1941 
spring  crop  was  produced.    Increased  marketing  of  beef  cattle  in  1941  was 
also  advised.
